Cape Continues 
Pm Camer With 
Diamondbacks

After fulfilling one life-long dream a 
few months ago when he was invited 
to join the Arizona Diamondbacks 
organization, Columbia native Derek 
Cape is now focused on completing 
another one: being called up to a MLB 
roster. 

“I’m still a part of the organization,” 
Cape began in an interview Tuesday 
afternoon. “I’m in extended Spring 
Training right now to work on my 
pitches and gain more innings due to 
my lack of experience.” 

The next potential steps for Derek 
are either the South Bend Silver 
Hawks or the Hillsboro Hops, both 
Single-A affiliates of the 
Diamondbacks. The Silver Hawks are 
the team’s traditional A program, while 
Hillsboro is what is known as a short- 
season stop. 

“I’m in extended until June, but the 
call to go to South Bend could come at 
any time,” Cape explained. “The short 
season in Hillsboro starts right after 
the [MLB] Draft. From there, I could 
get called to any of our full-season 
teams, it just depends on player 
performances, injuries and that sort of 
thing.” 

No matter what the next few months 
hold, Derek remains enthusiastic about 
pursuing his dream, and grateful for all 
of the support from his hometown. 

“It’s been phenomenal,” he said. 
“All the phone calls and texts have 
been great, and I’m blessed to have 
come from such a great community 
that supports me as I chase my dream.”

The Columbia Police Dept, arrested more than a dozen 
individuals on drug charges Tuesday morning as the result of a 
months-long undercover investigation. 

“The drug problem now is probably the worst I’ve seen here 
as far as different kinds of drugs,” Columbia Police Chief Jason 
Cross says. “It’s not limited to one age group anymore either. 

We’re committed to fighting this problem and we will continue 
to do so.” 

Columbia PD officers assembled just before 6 a.m. Monday 
at the Jim Blair Center for an intelligence and safety briefing, 
and shortly thereafter departed to execute the arrests, which 
stemmed from 13 sealed 
indictments. The main 
emphasis for this particular 
roundup was cocaine, crack, 
and prescription pills. Three 
vehicles and an undisclosed 
amount of cash were also 
seized. 

“This drug problem is a 
problem that has to be dealt 
with head on,” Cross 
continues. “We’re going to do a 
lot of different things to 
address this problem.” 

Almost as soon as news of 
the morning raids began to be 
made public, Commonwealth’s 
Attorney Gail Williams issued 
a statement through his office. 

“I plan to aggressively

drug and drug trafficking charges,” Williams said. “I’m very 
appreciative of the Columbia Police Dept, and Chief Cross for 
their efforts to put a dent in the growing drug problem in this 
area.”

Adair County Grand 
Juiy Indicts Thirteen

The Grand Jury of Adair County handed up 13 indictments 
last week on charges ranging from making methamphetamine 
to receiving stolen property. 

Thirty-one year old Steven M. Durbin of Columbia, was 
charged with theft by unlawful taking or disposition of more 
than $10,000 but less than $1,000,000 when he allegedly stole a 
2003 Ford F-250 Adair County Haz-Mat truck belonging to 
Emergency Management Director Greg Thomas in February of 
this year. 

Durbin was also charged with theft by unlawful taking or 
disposition of more than $500 but less than $10,000 when he 
took control of emergency fire turn-out gear, property of Knifley

dents. Luckily, children’s 
author and part-time 
Columbia resident Russell 
Lunsford aims to educate 
through stories, and he 
recently published his third 
book, “General George 
Washington and the 
American Revolution.” 

“It’s a history lesson dis¬ 
guised as an adventure 
story,” Lunsford, 63, says of 
his latest work, the second 
installment in the “Benjamin 
Nathan Tuggle - 

Adventurer” series. “I just 
want to help the kids under¬ 
stand the significance of 
George Washington and the 
American Revolution. It’s 
also a great love story.” 

The “Tuggle” series fol¬ 
lows young Benjamin 
Tuggle, a typical 12-year- 
old from Estill County, Ky., 
and his time traveling 
adventures throughout dif¬ 
ferent periods in American 
history. Lunsford studies 
diligently to preserve his¬ 
torical accuracy, which he 
says can be time consuming 
but is important in the his-

I debated all week on whether I should write this 
column today or hold it for next week. Since it’s 
pretty much all I can think about though, here we go. 
The Cats are in the Final Four, and despite having a 
capable sportswriter on hand to talk about these kinds 
of things in his own editorial, I just couldn’t help 
myself. 

Fve had as much fun watching this year’s edition of 
March Madness as any I can remember, for a variety 
of reasons, but mostly because my team has played 
well and reeled off three of the most exciting 
tournament wins in recent memory. Okay, that’s not 
completely true. Part of the fun isn’t just from the 
wins and excitement, it’s from the memories that are 
made watching games with friends and family and the 
memories that come rushing back from victories and 
losses past. 

As far as I’m concerned, that’s what this tournament 
is really about. Whether you’re a fan of Kentucky or 
Louisville, or, heaven forbid, some other team, the 
real reason this stuff is important to so many people is 
because it gives folks that otherwise might not have 
anything in common something to talk about; it gives 
people that are close opportunities to make memories 
together that they’ll never forget. For better or worse, 
some of my favorite memories growing up center 
around UK ball games and the people I watched them 
with. 

When a tornado tore through my neighborhood in 
Egypt on Good Friday of 1997, everyone around 
gathered at our house a few days later to watch 
Kentucky lose in the National Championship game in 
Arizona. No one else around had electricity at the 
time, and some didn’t even have roofs over their 
homes, but everyone came together and cheered on 
the Cats just a few days after the only real natural 
disaster I’ve ever personally experienced. 

In 2001, when I was in eighth grade, Kentucky had 
a first round matchup with Holy Cross during school 
hours. I worked it out so that my Grandpa Bob would 
pick me from school, and that day remains as 
probably my favorite memory of spending time with 
him. 

He signed me out, took me to Columbia’s newly- 
opened Wendy’s for a spicy chicken sandwich, and we 
watched the game at his house, along with my 
Grandma Nancy. I’ve watched hundreds of UK games 
that I can barely recall at this point, but some games 
stick out in my memory rather vividly, and this was 
one of them, probably because of the people I 
watched with. The game was too close for a two-seed/ 
15-seed matchup, and Bob and I were both pretty 
fired up the entire time. Thankfully, Tayshaun Prince 
had a big day and the Cats were able to advance, but 
the real reason that game still matters to me is because 
I got to share it with people I care about. 

A few years later, I had a couple of friends over to 
my house to watch Kentucky play Michigan St. in the 
Elite Eight. We lost, in overtime, but that game 
remains as one of the most exciting I’ve ever seen. I 
still remember Patrick Sparks hitting a contested three 
to send the game to OT, I still remember jumping 
around like a lunatic with my friends, and I still 
remember all of that energy being drained out of the 
room when the horn sounded and we were on the 
losing end. 

This year’s tournament has added to those 
memories. I’ve watched all four UK tournament 
games at the same friend’s house, with the same 
people, in the same seat, with the same person sitting 
beside me. I’m not superstitious enough to think any 
of that really matters, at least in the sense that it 
doesn’t have an effect on the outcome of the game. 

In another way, it does matter though. It matters 
because my friends and I will be talking about this 
year and this run 15 or 20 years from now. It matters 
because my only plans this weekend are making it 
back to the same friends house to watch the same 
team play with the same people I’ve watched the 
previous games with. It matters, mainly, because it’s 
fun. It gives us the opportunity to collectively care 
about something that, objectively, isn’t important 
enough to care about. Friendship, family, and 
memories: That’s what this is really about, and that’s 
why it matters.

...From a 
Letter Written by 
Dr. J.T. Jones 
(Adair County News, 
May 17,1916) 


Dr. J.T. Jones takes a trip down Crocus & 
up Sand Lick, visiting and pondering... 

The following is an extract taken from a lengthy letter to 
the Adair County News written by Dr. J.T. Jones, dentist, 
who had been on a sojourn in 1915. Dr. Jones resided for 
some years at Montpelier and later near Columbia. He was 
well-known within his profession, but also for his stories 
and poetry, printed in the pages of the News. In more recent 
times, he may be remembered as the grandfather of Miss 
Margaret Clayton and Mrs. Marian Clayton Vance. (The 
following from: Adair County News, 17 May 1916) 

“...It has been well said that man made the town and God 
made the country, and He certainly displayed most artistic 
handiwork when he made Crocus Creek and its tributaries. 
Here we were again impressed with the shortness of our 
fleeting span of life for there from the mouth of Bums’ 
Creek I viewed three fertile farms upon which I had made 
teeth for the wives of Joe Turner, Woodie Petty, Larkin 
Strange, and two others, ladies, and all but one long since 
dead. 

“Nestling among verdant hills and productive valleys is a 
modern church by the wayside where the old log house, 
Republican, stood in which away back, many years ago, I 
use[d] to hear Isaac T. Remean, Andrew P. Davis, Caleb 
Sewell, William Simpson expound the ancient Gospel in its 
primitive purity and simplicity, who, being men of faith, 
have long since entered their reward. 

“Then the scene changed to the beautiful little stream that 
flows along the sweet scented banks of Sand Lick. When 
about a mile above the mouth, we heard a noise almost 
directly overhead, as of some mighty monster preparing to 
pounce upon the unprotected person of your precious 
correspondent, but soon realized that it was the whistling of 
a boat blowing for Winfrey’s Ferry, not more than three 
miles away, where we had heard them blow with the same 
melancholy chorus for 29 years... 


Portrait Of Columbia’s Founder Discovered 



“We were royally entertained at the pleasant home of Mr. 
Bart Hadley, by Bart and his big hearted boy, Ernest, who 
always render all needed assistance on all occasions. Mr. 
Bart Hadley is a cousin of my old friend, Rev. Thomas 
Hadley, the mountain evangelist, with whom I have whiled 
away happy hours when we were boys...After 3 days at Mr. 
Hadley’s, in which the grippe symptoms greatly subsided, 
and the old machine was running better in every part, I 
imbibed freely of the life-giving fluid, throwing up freely, 
felt convalescent next morning...” 

Reckoning Time... 

The reckoning of time and placement of events in proper 
order is often a daunting task. As an historian, a dumpster- 
diver for history, one might say, I have found the memory to 
be quite fragile. We often remember an event in vivid detail, 
but the sequence leaves us lacking. 

In recent civil court case research, I discovered that in the 
late 1870s and 1880s local lawyers were using the death 
R.A.C. Martin as a time reference when questioning 
witnesses in court or taking depositions. (R.A.C. Martin 
was the Cashier of the Bank of Columbia, shot and killed in 
the “Jesse James” robbery of 1872.) Not the robbery of the 
Bank of Columbia, but Mr. Martin’s death. For example: 
“...was this before or after the sudden death of R.A.C. 
Martin...” Certainly, for many of us, it is difficult to 
remember specific dates. The lawyers knew that this 
specific day would forever be impressed in the memories of 
citizens of Columbia and Adair County. Witnesses could 
more readily state if a specific incident was before or after 
the “sudden death” of Cashier Martin. 

Here is another time-event reckoning story, related by the 
late Welcome Hamon, long-time Glensfork correspondent 
to the Adair County News and Statesman. This particular 
contribution was printed in his column in the News, 23 
November 1971: 

“...a story told by H.K. Taylor. Bob Cabbell, a close 
neighbor of the Taylors, married before he was 21. Mr. K. 
and brother, Will, went down to Cabbell’s to hear what they 
(Bob’s parents) would have to say about Bob’s marriage. 

“Mr. Ches Cabbell, Bob’s father, said, ‘Someone is going 
to get into trouble. Bob isn’t 21.’ 

“Mrs. Jane Cabbell, Bob’s mother, said, ‘I don’t know 
how old Bob is, but I know how old Joe is. He was born the 
day of the Zollicoffer fight (Battle at Mill Springs, 19 
January 1862).’ But she didn’t known the date. 

“Mr. Cabbell said, ‘I don’t know how old Bob is. He was 
born the night the storm blew down the big tree at Uncle 
Robin’s spring.’ But he didn’t know when that was.” 

Mr. K. Taylor was Herschel Kenyon Taylor, commonly 
called “K” or “Mr. K,” born 1871, died 1949, the father of 
Mrs. Ruby Taylor Johnson Marshall, and grandfather of Joe 
Johnson. 


In 1802, the newly 
formed County of Adair 
began official proceedings 
in the county seat of 
Columbia. Three men— 
Daniel Trabue; his brother- 
in-law, Creed Haskins; and 
their niece’s husband, 
William Caldwell—had 
selected the site for the 
new town. All three 
became early leaders in 
Columbia’s formation of 
government and business.

The photograph will be 
placed in the Adair County 
Library Genealogy Center 
and the Trabue-Russell 
House.

historian Mike Watson met 
in Campbellsville in the 
home of Juanita “Jean” 
Mitchell for the pho¬ 
tographing session. Also 
attending were Creed 
Haskins’ decendants Dr. 
Ron and Elsie Hatcher of 
Bowling Green, Ky. Dr. 


Hatcher was the first to 
learn of the existence of the 
portrait several months 
ago. Mrs. Mitchell’s 
daughter, Laura Wilds, and 
husband, Lloyd Wilds, 
along with their daughter, 
Shelby Wilds, were also 
present for the meeting. 


Shelby is the great, great, 
great, great, great, great 
granddaughter of Creed 
Haskins.

charges and some will face additional charges, including being a 
persistent felony offender, possession of a controlled substance, and 
promoting contraband. 

Cross says that while the Columbia Police Dept, has routinely 
assisted in drug raids in the past, this is the first time the Dept, has 
headed its own investigation and roundup. He says that the 
resources and manpower it takes to conduct these kinds of raids has 
only recently become available, and there will be more raids as the 
drug crackdown continues. 

“We’re very glad to have a mayor and City Council that supports 
us in these efforts,” Cross says. “This is only the beginning though. 
We want the citizens of Columbia to know that we stand with them 
and we know that this is the biggest problem facing our community 
today.”

reciprocated Cross’ appreciative words for the City, and says 
supporting the Police Dept, is vital for the future of the community. 

“Our role is supportive more than anything—making sure they 
have the resources they need,” Parson says. “All of our departments 
are important, but when you get into public safety, the Police Dept, 
is obviously very critical. I appreciate their efforts and continue to 
support them.” 

Several more arrests were made later Tuesday, and Cross says 
additional arrests are forthcoming. 

“We’re just getting started with this,” Cross says. “We will 
actively seek out and prosecute those who participate in the sale, 
transfer, or manufacturing of illegal drugs in Adair County. We are 
pleased to have the support of our District and Circuit Judges, 
County and Commonwealth’s Attorney, and the rest of the 
community.”

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torical fiction genre. 

“I work very hard and do a lot 
of research on the history, and I 
go to great lengths to preserve 
accuracy,” Lunsford says, add¬ 
ing that he used nationally rec¬ 
ognized experts to make his tale 
as authentic as possible. “The 
goal is to give kids a clear idea 
of their history.” 

Lunsford, a native of 
Louisville, uses Tuggle as a par¬ 
ticipant in his stories rather than 
a mere observer, which he 
admits can sometimes compro¬ 
mise historical accuracy, but he 
says kids are sharp enough to 
distinguish between the history 
and the tale, and that Tuggle has 
to be directly involved in the 
action to bring the story to life. 

“Ben’s kind of cocky and 
brash—he’s a little bit of what 
we’d all like to be when we’re 
12 years old,” Lunsford says. “I 
doubt anyone that age was ever 
actually commissioned as an 
officer [in the Revolutionary 
War], but he had to be in the 
middle of it.” 

Officers’ age discrepancies 
aside, Lunsford maintains that 
his book can be used as a tool to 
teach children American history, 
and the more than 20 schools 
he’s spoken at about the 
“Tuggle” series and creative 
writing in general help bolster 
his assertion. 

In the “Washington” book, 
Tuggle travels to 1778 and 
spends about six months with 


Martha and George. He partici¬ 
pates in the Revolutionary War 
effort and witnesses firsthand 
the construction of the Colonial 
Army. Told through Benjamin, 
Lunsford says he hopes to make 
the story more relatable to 
today’s children. He says that 
coming up with an idea for a 
story is easy, but the process of 
writing a story that is both edu¬ 
cational and entertaining can 
become challenging. 

“I had the idea of what’s 
going to happen, generally,” 
Lunsford said of the newest 
book. “Taking that idea and 
turning it into 29,000 words can 
be tough. Making it a decent 
piece of literature is the biggest 


challenge—it’s easy to get lost 
in the words.” 

Lunsford and his wife of 43 
years, Janice Loy Lunsford, met 
while they were both attending 
Lindsey Wilson College in the 
late 1960s, and they split time 
living in Elizabethtown, Ky., 
and Fairplay. He published his 
first book, a novel about pris¬ 
oners of war in Korea, in 2007. 
He has since switched to chil¬ 
dren’s books, for which he also 
does the illustrations, after being 
inspired by his grandchildren. 

“I decided I’d try to write 
something for them,” Lunsford 
says. “I use them for my stories 
too. They have some great 
quotes.”

In March, I had the opportunity to unveil ICareAboutKids.ky.gov, a newly-designed 
website created for the ChUd Victims’ Trust Fund (CVTF). The CVTF provides necessary 
funding to regional and statewide child sexual abuse prevention programs, and I have seen 
firsthand how the CVTF is making a difference in the lives of Kentucky’s most vulnerable 
children. 

The CVTF was created in 1985 and is administered by the Child Sexual Abuse and 
Exploitation Prevention (CSAEP) Board. As your Attorney General, I am proud to serve as 
chair of this board, and I am committed to ensuring that programs designed to effectively 
and efficiently serve the children of our Commonwealth are funded. 

Unfortunately, there are many Kentuckians who still do not know what the CVTF is or 
why it is so important. That is why my Office of Victims’ Advocacy and the CSAEP Board 
began taking a closer look last year at how we could better promote the CVTF and its 
mission. The result is a user-friendly website that puts critical resources at users’ fingertips. 

ICareAboutKidsky.gov allows Kentuckians to support the Child Victims’ Trust Fund 
with just a few clicks of the mouse. Your donation helps fund evidence-based programs 
that provide our children with personal safety skills, teach adults how to keep kids safe 
from sexual abuse and exploitation, and educate the public on how to report suspected 
child abuse, which Kentucky law requires. Additionally, grant applications on the website 
have been overhauled in an effort to encourage more programs to apply. As a parent of two 
young daughters, I want to ensure that the public has easy access to this crucial 
information. 

Statistics show that 1 in 10 children in the United States will be sexually abused before 
he or she turns 18; 90 percent of these children are violated by someone they know and 
trust. Oftentimes, children who have been sexually abused also turn to alcohol and develop 
drug addictions later in life. Simply put, the effects of this abuse are devastating on a child 
and can last a lifetime. 

By increasing awareness about the CVTF through the “I Care About Kids” website, we 
can better educate Kentuckians about this serious issue, and we can continue funding the 
necessary programs that serve kids across our Commonwealth. The CVTF also helps pay 
for child sexual abuse medical exams at children’s advocacy centers in Kentucky. Last year 
alone, the CVTF provided more than $200,000 to grantees to address both child sexual 
abuse and human-trafficking issues, and I want to make sure we continue that funding. 

In addition to making a donation on the website, you can help fund the CVTF in two 
very important ways. One way is through proceeds from the “I Care About Kids” special 
license plates. The unique license plates display, in crayoned text, the name of the Child 
Victims’ Trust Fund and our “I Care About Kids” brand. These plates are available through 
your local county clerk’s office. Additionally, the CVTF is funded through the Kentucky 
Income Tax Refund Check-Off. Located in the “Fund Contributions” section of the 
Kentucky income tax form, the tax refund check-off allows Kentuckians to make a tax- 
deductible donation to the fund. You can make a donation by simply checking off the box 
on your tax returns. I’m checking off the box, and I hope you will too. 

April is National Child Abuse Prevention Month. I encourage you to take time this 
month to visit ICareAboutKids.ky.gov to learn more about how you can help us fund 
programs that are truly making a difference. Kentucky children are at risk and prevention is 
the key to keeping them safe. Working together, we can make Kentucky a safer place to 
live, work, and raise all of our families.

The Final Four is 
set, and this season’s NCAA 
Tournament has already been one of the 
most intense, dramatic and enjoyable 
ones in recent memory. The overtime 
session it took Wisconsin to knock-off 
Arizona was the record-tying seventh of 
the tournament, and from the Madness 
of Mercer knocking off Duke to Dayton 
advancing to the Elite 8, this 

tournament has been incredible—with the biggest stage still 
looming. 

Despite this entertaining tournament, or rather, because of this 
entertaining tournament, some of the same problems that plagued 
the Big Dance before it started have shone through more vividly. 
For example, Wichita State’s unbeaten season was clearly given 
unfair treatment by being given the toughest region. In the East, 
West or even the South region, the Shockers may still be playing. 

Speaking of the South, hilariously overrated two seed Kansas 
made yet another early exit, and freshman phenom Andrew Wiggins 
has declared for the NBA Draft having left no significant legacy or 
impact, despite all of his preseason hype. 

The same can be said for Duke’s Jabari Parker, as well as 
Wiggins’ Jayhawk teammate Joel Embiid. Add in Syracuse’s Tyler 
Ennis and Arizona’s Aaron Gordon and Rondae Hollis-Jefferson, 
and the only highly touted freshmen who play significant minutes 
for their squad that remain in the tournament are wearing Kentucky 
blue—no matter what pundits across the country chose to say about 
them or coach John Calipari’s “philosophy” throughout the year. 

Actually, maybe they were wrong. A team many believed to be 
dead in the water a month ago is now the hottest (and most talented) 
team in the tournament. After sending home the media darling and 
unbeaten Wichita State, winning a football game against in-state 
rival Louisville, and preventing Michigan from making a return trip 
to the title game on a shot for the ages, the Wildcats are the first 
team in history to eliminate three Final Four squads from the 
previous year. 

How’s that for an indictment of the seeding by the selection 
committee? A criminally under-seeded Kentucky team is bad 
enough, but a region with three of the previous year’s Final Four, 
including the National Title game participants, plus Duke, plus a 
Tennessee squad that deserved much more credit than being a play- 
in team...come on. 

So big name sportswriters across America as well as the highly- 
secretive NCAA Selection Committee were each horribly and 
comically wrong. I won’t pat myself on the back, and I’m clearly 
no expert on this or anything else, but if I could compose a column 
dealing with the absurdly poor job done by each with regards to 
those topics, surely they could have at least given it a real, honest 
effort. 

Clearly, that wasn’t the case. The lazy narrative, the path of least 
resistance, the instant gratification of quick revenue—it was all too 
irresistible to them to do their job with even a smidge of integrity. It 
was too easy to write about how Cal’s way doesn’t work, how these 
one-and-done mercenaries don’t care about their teammates, their 
school, or anything but the NBA, how we’re seeing the result of 
these entitled, lazy recruits simply being sent to the hardwood with 
no plan by a coach who can’t develop, adjust or manage 
players.. .so they did.

Instead, they could toss teams into geographically-influenced 
regions where storylines like the team who had preseason 
undefeated hype against the actual undefeated squad, both of last 
year’s national finalists in a potential rematch to go to the Final 
Four, Rick Pitino against his protege Steve Masiello, and of course, 
Kentucky vs. Louisville, would ensure television ratings and 
attendance numbers. 

Both group of idiots got exactly what they wanted: the revenue is 
flowing, I’m sure. The beauty of it is how foolish they look in the 
process. Alright, that’s only slightly true. That part is beautiful, but 
the real beauty, at least to fans of the game and especially Big Blue 
Nation, has been the way they were proven so wrong. 

Besides, you never know, things may look even more beautiful 
this time next week.

Looking for a Good 
Hay Crop in 2014 

This winter has left its impact, especially on hay 
inventories. Livestock producers had built up a good supply 
of hay in 2013, but it’s taken the most of it to get through the 
winter. Most producers I’ve spoken to in recent weeks have 
noted that they are depending on a large hay crop this season 
to replenish inventories. Rainfall will ultimately determine 
the productivity of this season’s hay crop. So far, Adair 
County has received ample rainfall to prepare the crop when 
warm days of Spring sets in and growth begins. Although we 
cannot control the weather, there are several things a 
producer can do to give the hay crop the potential to produce. 

Hopefully by this point, producers have soil tested their 
hay fields to determine the amount of phosphorus, potassium, 
and lime needed to adjust the soil to proper levels. If a 
producer does not have a soil test, a fertilizer application of 
200 lbs 0-0-60/Ac. And 100 lbs. 18-46-0/Ac. reflects the 
nutrient removal levels of phosphorus and potassium from an 
average hay crop. Add the desired rate of nitrogen to these 
fertilizers and a good hay crop should be produced on most 
soils. 

Once the adequate rate for phosphorus and potassium is 
determined, producers can adjust nitrogen rates based upon a 
combination of weather, economics, and production level 
desired. Hay yield response per pound of nitrogen decreases 
as nitrogen rates increases. For example, on average an 
additional 49 lbs of fescue hay will be produced per pound of 
nitrogen at a rate of 40 lbs of nitrogen per acre. When 
nitrogen rates are increased to 80 lbs per acre, yield response 
lowers to 30 lbs of fescue hay per pound of nitrogen. In other 
words, the most efficient nitrogen application for fescue hay 
is 40 lbs. However, applying 80 lbs of nitrogen will on 
average produce another 440 pounds of hay per acre. If 
favorable rainfall and temperatures occur between now and 
harvest time, yield responses to nitrogen will likely be higher. 
In ideal growing conditions, research has shown yield 
response to nitrogen to be at 65 lbs. of hay per pound of 
nitrogen at a 40 lbs. per acre rate and 40 lbs. of hay per pound 
of nitrogen at an 80 lbs. per acre rate. 

Over the next few weeks, more time will be spent 
discussing hay production this year. Strategies addressed will 
include summer and fall applications of nitrogen, as well as 
summer crops that can provide forages for either grazing or 
storage.

Autism Prevalence Rates Increase 
According To CDC, Autism Society Responds 


Recently, the Centers for Disease Control and Prevention (CDC) 
announce new autism prevalence rates. According to the CDC 
report, the prevalence rate for autism is now 1 in 68, which is an 
increase of over 30% from the 2008 CDC report.

While we know that early intervention treatment and support 
is very effective, many families are denied that opportunity due to 
financial status, lack of insurance coverage or limited resources in 
the geographic region in which they reside.
